ber of the League being entitled to his flour 
at the lowest price the agent can procure it 
for. 

In this manner they expect to 


circumvent 
the speculators,and wilisucceed. The success- 
ful operation of coal companies last winter, 
proved, conclusively, that the people haye 
small speculators measurably under control. 
Of course, no legal organization can ever reach 
and overcome the monster combinations which 
are formed against the public; for ther have 
capital at command as extensive as their un- 
scrupulous rapacity. But if the people can- 
not save the whole, they can at least secure | 
part of their fleece for themselves, | 
We earnestly recommend the organization | 
of Bread Leagues in other places. ‘They can 
not fail to be beneficial if rightly conducted. | 
But particularily do we recommend Bread | 
Leagues for Boston, not only for the protect- | 
ion of members against Flour speculators, but 
agninst the systematic impositions of the man- 


ulacturers of bread.

It is now Monday morning, July 16, with a 
clear blue sky over head, and a fresh wind 
blowing from the north-west. To give elaa- 
ticity to our steps, and buoyancy to our spir- 
its we will again go out amidst the busy 
throng of active life.

Leaving the Court House we passed to the 
Jail, a building with a stone basement, in 
which are the cells for prisoners. The upper 
stories are composed of wood, a part of whic}; 
is occupied by the jailer as a residence for 
himself and family. We saw but two con- 
fined there. One was a young man, quite too 
young, as we thought, to be confined in that 
place. ‘The other was an elderly man, whom 
I tonk to be a Sweede. He seemed rather dis- 
heartened and. glooiny. Outside of the cell 
sat the jailor’s daughter, a little girl some five 
or six years of age, holding a fan with which 
she would occasionally fan the young prison- 
er within the cell, through the iron ‘grates of 
the door. In this little group we had a fire 
contrast the great opposites of life, guilt and 
innocence. I gazed at the little group fora 
moment, and then turne. away sad at heart 
that any of our race shoul! so conduct them- 
selves as to render it necessary to place be- 
tween them and God's sunshine and freedom, 
the iron bers of restriction.
